It was no surprise to Carter's friends 
here to learn that he is happy in 4 
wind and rainswept hovel on Morning- 
side Heights, with a shelf for a bed, 
a law book for a pillow and a diminu- 
tive oil stove for a heater. It is his na- 
ture to ask little save a fighting chance 
to win what is the natural lot of the 
ordinary American boy-—an education. 
if there is inspiration in self-sacrifice, 
The story of this youth should be read 
by every boy in the land. 

Carter is 24 years old. He graduated 
from Missouri University last year. 
New Yerk called him and he determined 
to complete his legal education in Col 
umbia University. He had 
he has never known what money was. 
Tso poor to occupy the cheapest fur- 
nished room in New York City, he did 
what he seldom ‘has done in 
battle against poverty—he asked a fa- 
vor of a fellow-man. It was that he be 
allowed to live in a stonecutter’s hut, 
9 feet long, 8 feet wide and 7 feet high, 
in a stoneyard on One Hundred and 
Nineteenth street, near the university 
building. He offered to pay $1 per week 
rent. The quarryman refused the dol- 
ja?. ‘but gave him the hut.

Capt. J. N. Ashlock, night Chief of 
Police of Alton, was badly burned 
about the arms and hands early Sat- 
urday in rescuing Mrs. Mary Lee, im- 


prisoned on the charge of intoxication. 
from the cell to which she had set fire. 

Mrs. Lee's clothing was blazing 
when Capt. Ashlock succeeded in 
making his way into the smoke-filled 
cell, but she fought him off desperate- 
ly, and he found it necessary to knock 
her senseless before he could drag her 
Out and extinguish the flames, which 
had already czge#%umed part of her 
Skirt and waist. 

Mrs. Lee was arrested late Friday 
afternoon on the charge of drunken- 
ness.

Shortly after midnight terrified cries 
of ‘Fire’ took Capt. Ashlock back into 
the jail at a run. A cloud of smoke 
was pouring from the cell in which Mrs.

The 10,000 Christmas boxes, which are 
to gladden the hearts of 10,000 poor chil- 
dren of 8t. Louis on Christmas day, 
have all been delivered to the seven fes- 
tival halls, where they are to be placed 
in the hands of the children by Santa 
Claus In person Monday afternoon. 

The huge trucks, filled with boxes, 
were taken in big transfer wagons Fri- 
day night and Saturday morning from 
the box headquarters at Broadway and 
Pine street and hauled to the head- 
quarters of the seven districts, into 


convenience of Santa Claus and those 
who are co-operating with him in the 
Christmas festival. 

It had been intended to move the 
boxes in some of Santa Claus’ own 
sleighs, but the snow, which fell Fri- 
day, melted so quickly that this could 
not be done. 

The next best thing was done. The 
predicament in which Santa Claus had 
been left by the lack of snow was ex- 
plained to the St. louis Transfer Co 
and the Merchants’ Transfer Co., and 
they were asked if they would come to 
hig assistance. ransfer and express 
comparies are mighty busy just before 
Christmas,- but they said they would 
be delighted to give Santa Claus a Iift, 
‘and they assigned wagons and electric 
cars and husky handlers for the job. 

The Merchants’ Express Co. did its 
part of the work Friday night because 
the electric express car could be loaded 
then without Interfering too much with 
The apportionment fdr the Ca- 
rondelet cistrict was taken as near to 
the hall as the car could get and the 
rest of the way in the company’s wag- 
ons. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co. attended 
to the distribution for the rest of the 
city. Half a dozen wagcns were sent 
to the building at 9 o'clock Saturday 
morning. There were 25 box trucks in 
the storeroom, each filled to the brim 
with boxes, some of them containing as 


800 pounds, and they presented a prob- 
jem to the expert handlers. 


How to get them on the wagons was 
the question. It was agreed that diplo- 
macy was better than force and ma- 
terial was obtained from the Post-Dis- 
patch office with which a bridge was 
eonstructed across the sidewalk from 
the Pine street door of the store to the 
wagons. Across this the trucks were 
rolled to the wagons. 

Pedestrians did not complain about 
the obstruction of the sidewalk when 
they learned that it was Christmas 
boxes for the poor children that were 
causing the obstruction. 

When the wagons were loaded they 
were driven to the different halls, where 
committees received .the boxes. The 
trucks were unloaded and returned to 
the owners. The transportation of the 
boxes was under the direction of Jesse 
Eisemal.

to arrest at discretion, the proper word to define the 
act is blackmail. 
Legally, blackmail is robbery in the third degree, 
It may not be possible to convict those who are 
morally guilty of this form of robbery, but the pos- 
sibility of doing so ought to be tested in the courts. 
It ought not to be taken for granted that the law 
provides no remedy against subterfuges in violating 
it to commit crimes which strike at the roots of 
public order and public decency. 
No matter what can be done in the courts, how- 
ever, the police force can be purged of blackmailers 
and of all others who have been educated by the 
methods of political bossism into the belief that it 
is a humorous proceeding to “touch” or “shake 
down” those they have the power to blackfnail.

They were delighted 
with the plan, voted unanimously and 
enthusiastically to adopt the Golden 
Rule as the fundamental law of their 
school city, supplemented it with vari- 
ous provisions against disorder, destruc- 
tion or injury of property, profanity, 
rudeness, unkindness, etc., and showed 
remarkable discretion in the election of 
their officers.

The 10-year-old Judge and the 12-year- 
old Mayor are absolutely incorruptible. 
Habits of good citizenship are formed 
while the mind is plastic, open to the 
full force of considerations of right and 
justice and free from commercial mo- 
tives and other influences that in later 
life so often interfere with the duties 
ef citizenship. The love of liberty 
strengthened and ennobled by recogni- 
tion of the rights of others and the ne- 
eessity of mutual limitations for the 
public good. Respect for law and au- 
thority is developed. The sense of jus- 
tice is strengthened and the judicial at- 
titude of mind is cultivated.
